Storm lingers 
over Ariz after 
battering Calif

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz. - The 
remnants of the biggest storm 
to hit Arizona in nearly two 
decades lingered over the 
state Friday after drenching 
California, while authorities 
in both states continued to 
tally the damage. 

In Arizona, flooding swept 
through small towns, caused 
a train derailment and closed 
major interstates. Snow 
collapsed roofs in the northern 
part of the state. Meanwhile, 
searchers looked for a 6- 
year-old boy swept away late 
Thursday in a flood.

Three others died in vehicle 
accidents this week — two on 
Interstate 40 east of Flagstaff 
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and one in Phoenix — as a 
series of storms moved through 
the state. At least two people 
were killed by trees toppled 
by high winds in California in 
recent days. 

In Southern California, 
hundreds of evacuees were 
allowed to return home Friday 
as a week of lightning, vicious 
downpours and tornadoes 
dissipated into occasional 
thunderstorms. Still tens of 
thousands of people remained 
without power throughout the 
state. In Southern California, 
more than 15,000 Edison 
customers remained without 
power Friday. 

Flood control channels 
remained swollen and swift 
despite the drop in rainfall. 
In one dramatic rescue Friday 
afternoon, a dog was hoisted 
from the Los Angeles River 
by helicopter after trying to 
scramble up the steep concrete 
sides for more than an hour. 
The storms pushed through 
California and into Arizona 
on Monday dumping more 
than 4 1/2 feet of snow in the 
Flagstaff area, 2 inches of rain 
in Phoenix, 3 inches of rain in 
Yuma and 5 inches of rain in 
Sedona. 

The storms also drenched Las 
Vegas, where more rain hit 
this week than in all of 2009. 
By Friday, 1.69 inches of rain 
had fallen in Las Vegas. The 
valley ended 2009 with 1.59 
inches of rain. 


Southern Arizona saw wind 
gusts of up to 80 mph, and the 
mountains received between 2 
and 5 feet of snow, forecasters 
said. “This was a high-impact 
event,” said Brian Klimowski, 
a meteorologist with the 
National Weather Service in 
Flagstaff. “It was a storm that 
impacted all of Arizona with 
flooding and very heavy snow, 
certainly ranking in the top 
five of all-time snow or rain 
events for the state.” 

Forecasts called for rain to 
continue Friday evening in the 
Phoenix area. 

In western Arizona, a 2-foot 
surge of runoff flooded streets 
and an unknown number of 
homes early Friday in Wenden, 
a community of 500 people 
located about 100 miles west 
of Phoenix. The high waters 
also stranded seven hikers in 
Yavapai County, who were 
considered safe. 

Travel in northern Arizona 
was severely restricted with 
the closures of the main 
routes between Phoenix and 
Flagstaff. 

Across metropolitan Phoenix, 
downed trees blocked 
driveways, and palm fronds 
and other debris from the storm 
littered the streets. A teenager 
died after the vehicle he was 
in lost control while traveling 
through water Thursday 
afternoon on a Phoenix street. 
In Prescott, downed trees were 
blocking roadways and some 


homes had 3 to 4 inches of 
rain inside after a prominent 
creek reached historically high 
levels, said city spokesman 
Kim Kapin. 

Nearby in Mayer, the missing 
boy was swept away as his 
family tried to take him to 
a hospital for treatment. 
Floodwaters disabled their 
truck and pushed it off the 
road. The mother made it to 
higher ground, but the father 
and two children were swept 
away after getting into the 
truck’s bed. 

The father managed to get to 
safety with his daughter, but 
the boy remained missing 
Friday and is presumed dead, 
D’Evelyn said. 

In Wenden, flooding from the 
storm receded late Thursday 
but more water returned 
several hours later when a 
surge of runoff came through 
a nearby wash, said Lt. Glenn 
Gilbert, a spokesman for 
the La Paz County Sheriff’s 
Office. Several busloads of 
people were evacuated from 
their homes in Wenden and 
taken to a high school five 
miles away in Salome. 
“They’re going to see their 
homes muddied up and 
basically destroyed,” said 
Gregory Palma, who owns a 
gas station and is chief of the 
local volunteer fire department. 
“They’ll just move back in 
and rip off their dry wall and 
do what they gotta do.” Q

Census to launch 
count in Alaska village

ANCHORAGE, Alaska - The U.S. Census Bureau chief 
is heading to Alaska to formally launch the nation’s 2010 
count in a remote Inupiat Eskimo village, where residents are 
planning a huge reception of traditional dancing and a feast 
of caribou, moose and other subsistence foods. 

Bureau Director Robert Groves is scheduled to count the first 
household in Noorvik at 1 p.m. Monday, after arriving by 
charter plane at the village not linked by roads to anywhere 
else. Villagers say the first to be counted will be Clifton 
Jackson, a World War II veteran and the oldest resident in the 
community of 650. 

But first Groves and other census officials will be greeted by 
eagerly awaiting residents. For the visitors’ sake, locals hope 
the weather is kinder than the brutal minus-40 temperatures 
already recorded this month in Noorvik, located north of the 
Arctic Circle near Alaska’s western coast. At this time of year, 
there’s just 5 1/2 hours of daylight in the village. 

Sled dog teams driven by schoolchildren will greet the visitors 
and ferry them to the school, where festivities will continue 
into the night after the first enumeration is completed. An 
Inupiat fashion show, a short film on Noorvik and dancing by 
school children, other locals and groups from other villages 
are among the planned events. The school also will serve as 
lodging for Groves and most of the 50 visitors, who will bunk 
down in empty classrooms. 

“We’ve been organizing this as a community, all planning for 
this together,” said Noorvik Mayor Bobby Wells. “Monday 
is a big day.” 

Monday’s single count will be the only one conducted 
by Groves, and the rest of Noorvik’s population will be 
enumerated beginning Tuesday. Census workers and trained 
locals are expected to take a week to interview villagers from 
the same 10-question forms to be mailed to most residents 
March 15. Census workers also will visit 217 other rural 
communities, all in Alaska, in the coming weeks. 

Alaskans in rural communities not linked by roads have 
been the first people counted since the 1990 census. The 
unlinked communities are the places where the process is 
first conducted in person by census workers. The bureau 
makes personal visits to nonresponding residents around 
the country. It’s easier to get census workers to the Alaska 
villages before the spring thaw brings a muddy mess, making 
access more difficult, said Ralph Lee, director of the bureau’s 
Seattle region, which oversees Alaska. Q

White House fights for Bemenke support in Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke faced 
mounting Senate opposition 
for another four-year term 


Friday as the White House 
worked aggressively to 
keep his nomination alive. 
President Barack Obama’s 
chief of staff, Rahm 
Emanuel, and Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
were on the telephone 
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throughout the day to crucial 
senators trying to shore up 
support, said two senior 
administration officials, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity to more freely 
discuss behind-the-scenes 
activity. 

Four Democrats say they 
will vote against Bernanke 
on the Senate floor. At least 
two senators who voted 
for Bernanke in the Senate 
Banking Committee last 
month are reconsidering 
their support. 

Still, the administration’s 
worries about the status 
of the nomination also 
lessened somewhat, despite 
the Democratic defections, 
by the knowledge that 
several Republicans were 
committed for Bernanke, 
one official said. 

Many others had not made 
their inclinations known, 
suggesting vacillation in 
the Senate over Bernanke 
and his stewardship of 
Wall Street both before and 
after the financial crisis. 


The Senate must approve 
the head of the Federal 
Reserve, the U.S. central 
bank, and Bernanke’s first 
term expires Jan. 31. 

A time for a vote still has 
not been set. Officials at 
one time had hoped that it 
would come this week. 
While no one is declaring 
his confirmation doomed, 
the emergence of 
opposition and the shift 
by some to undecided 
illustrate just how difficult 
the terrain has become for 
Obama, especially since a 
Republican Senate victory 
in Massachusetts this week. 
In a boost for Bernanke, 
Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid of Nevada 
came out late Friday with 
his endorsement of the 
chairman. Reid’s previous 
silence about his position 
on the Fed chief stoked 
misgivings about the 
nomination. “An expert 
on the Great Depression, 
Chairman Bernanke helped 
steer us away from a second 


one,” Reid said. Still, he said 
Bernanke must increase his 
efforts to help struggling 
Americans. 

The roster of senators 
arrayed against his 

reconfirmation grew Friday, 
with Democratic Sens. 
Barbara Boxer of California 
and Russ Feingold of 
Wisconsin announcing their 
opposition. 

Democratic Sen. Jeff 

Merkley, who opposed 
Bernanke in the committee 
that sent the nomination to 
the full Senate, also said 
Friday he was opposing 
Bernanke’s nomination. 
He said Bernanke not 
only missed signs of the 
smoldering crisis but 

“helped set the fire” of the 
recession. 

Democrat Byron Dorgan of 
North Dakota announced 
Thursday he would oppose 
Bernanke on the Senate 
floor. 

White House deputy press 
secretary Bill Burton, 
talking to reporters as 
Obama headed to Ohio, 
said the president has 
confidence in Bernanke’s 
actions and believes he is 
the best person for the job. 
Burton said the White 
House still believes that 
Bernanke, 56, will get 
enough votes in the Senate 
to keep his job. 

Bernanke faces a 60-vote 
Senate hurdle because 
Sen. Bemie Sanders, an 
independent liberal from 
Vermont, has placed a 
“hold” on the nomination. 
That means it will require 
a supermajority to bring the 
nomination to a vote. The 
actual vote on confirmation 
would still be a simple 
majority. 

The political waters have 
been getting rougher for 
Bernanke, and the Senate 
confirmation vote may be 
much tighter than many had 
anticipatedjust a month ago. 
Counting votes against him 
in committee, Bernanke has 
at least 10 senators publicly

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UK raises its terror threat level to ‘severe’

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
raised its terror threat alert 
to the second-highest level 
Friday, one of several recent 
moves the country has made 
to increase vigilance against 
international terrorists after 
a Christmas Day bombing 
attempt on a Europe-U.S. 
flight. 

The threat level was raised 
from “substantial” — where 
it had stood since July to 
indicate a strong possibility 
of a terrorist attack — to 
“severe,” meaning such an 
attack is considered highly 


likely. 

In making the announcement, 
Home Secretary Alan Johnson 
said the raised security 
level means that Britain is 
heightening its vigilance. But 
he stressed that there was no 
intelligence suggesting an 
attack is imminent. 

“The highest security alert is 
‘critical,’ and that means an 
attack is imminent, and we 
are not at that level,” he said 
on British television. 

Johnson declined to say what 
intelligence the change was 
based on, or whether the 
move was related to the failed 
Christmas bombing attempt, 


when U.S. authorities say a 
young Nigerian named Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab tried 
to detonate a bomb hidden 
in his underwear during a 
flight from Amsterdam to 
Detroit. Abdulmutallab, 
who allegedly had links to 
extremists based in Yemen, 
had studied as a university 
student in London. 

“It shouldn’t be thought to be 
linked to Detroit, or anywhere 
else for that matter,” Johnson 
said. “We never say what the 
intelligence is.” 

He said the decision to raise 
the threat level was made by 
the U.K.’s Joint Terrorism 
Analysis Center. He said the 
center kept the security threat 
level under constant review 
and made its judgments 
based on a range of factors, 
including the “intent and 
capabilities of international 
terrorist groups in the U.K. 
and overseas.” 

Friday’s changes came days 
after Britain suspended 
direct flights to Yemen’s 
capital in response to the 
growing threat from al- 
Qaida-affiliated militants 
based in that country. Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown said 
his government also was 
creating a new terrorist no- 
fly list, and targeting specific 
airline passengers for tougher 
security checks. 

The measures followed a 
discussion between Brown 
and President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday. They match 
similar moves made by 


U.S. authorities last week to 
enhance security at airports 
and on planes, as intelligence 
officials warned that al- 
Qaida’s branch in Yemen was 
continuing to plot attacks on 
the United States. 

The stepped-up security in 
the U.S. included more air 
marshals on flights to and 
within the U.S. and additional 
screening at airports around 
the world. 

Brown said Britain and 
other nations face a sharply 
growing threat from al-Qaida- 
affiliated terrorists based in 
Yemen and an area of north 
Africa that includes nations 
such as Somalia, Nigeria, 
Sudan and Ethiopia. 

Officials and analysts say 
Britain’s new alert level could 
be related to the emergence 
of a steady stream of threat 
information since the thwarted 
Christmas Day attack. In 
Washington, a senior U.S. 
official said late Friday that 
the British move would have 
followed a specific threat, but 
the official would not discuss 
details. 

However, the official said 
the United States did not 
believe the heightened alert 
was related to upcoming 
conferences the British 
government is hosting on 
Yemen and Afghanistan next 
week in London. 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton is to attend 
those meetings on Wednesday 
and Thursday and those 
plans remain unchanged, the 


official said. The official was 
not authorized to discuss the 
matter publicly and spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 
Meanwhile, a Capitol Hill 
official told The Associated 
Press the intelligence 
community has detected 
increased terrorist “chatter” 
so far in 2010— that is, 
conversations and messages 
that suggest a possible 
elevated level of activity or 
planning. 

But several said they know of 
no new specific threat that led 
to the British action. Instead, 
they noted that the British 
had lowered their threat level 
several months ago and were 
likely raising it to reflect the 
U.S. government’s threat 
level. 

The U.S. officials all spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not 
authorized to discuss foreign 
intelligence publicly. 

Britain’s five-tiered alert 
system — which starts at 
“low” and passes through 
“moderate,” ‘ ’substantial,” 
and “severe” before hitting 
“critical” — is similar to the 
U.S. system of color-coded 
terrorism advisories. 

The British government 
downgraded the alert level to 
“substantial” in July without 
explaining the decision. The 
level last stood at “critical” in 
June 2007, after authorities 
foiled car bomb attacks on 
a London nightclub and a 
Scottish airport. 

In the United States, the alert 
level for the aviation sector 
is currently at “orange,” 
indicating a high risk of 
terrorist attacks. It has not 
been changed since 2006, 
after terrorist plans to blow 
up jetliners en route to the 
U.S. from Britain were 
discovered. The alert level 
for the rest of the country 
is at “yellow,” indicating a 
significant risk. 

Britain’s decision to raise its 
terror threat alert came as 
India put airline passengers 
through extra security 
screenings and sky marshals 
were placed on flights. India 
put its airports on high alert 
amid reports that al-Qaida-

ISLAMABAD (AP) — The 
United States has no designs 
on Pakistan’s nuclear weapons 
or “a single inch of Pakistani 
soil,” U.S. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates told Pakistani 
military officers Friday, 
adding that fighting terrorists 
along the Afghan border is in 
Pakistan’s interest as well as 
Washington’s. 

“We have enemies in common 
along the border, but we also 
have many other interests in 
common,” Gates said, and the 
Pakistani military has choices 
to make about its resources 
and focus just as the U.S. 
armed forces have done. 
Addressing the legacy of 
mistrust and what he called 
an “organized propaganda 
campaign” to misrepresent 
U.S. intentions, Gates ticked 
off some of the allegations 
against the United States in 
wide circulation in Pakistan. 

“I fully understand why some 


of you may be skeptical about 
the U.S. commitment to 
Pakistan,” Gates told officers 
at Pakistan’s National Defense 
University. 

Many in his audience came of 
professional age in the 1990s, 
when the United States had 
cut off military ties to Pakistan 
and largely ignored the growth 
of the Taliban in Afghanistan. 
In a closed-door question-and- 
answer session, Gates disputed 
the notion that Pakistan’s 
terrorism problems are largely 
the fault of the United States, 
Pentagon press secretary 
Geoff Morrell said. 

In two days of meetings with 
Pakistan’s senior civilian 
and military leaders and new 
interviews, Gates missed no 
chance to praise the country’s 
year-old offensive against 
militants and note the military 
casualties it has brought. 

He was exceedingly gentle 
in addressing what had been 
a central goal of the United 
States: Persuading Pakistan 


to expand its campaign to 
the western border with 
Afghanistan, where Taliban 
militants use Pakistani refuges 
to attack U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan. 

“The Pakistani leadership will 
make its own decisions” about 
when or whether to make that 
leap, Gates said during an 
interview with Pakistani and 
U.S. journalists. “That’s just 
fine with me.” 

The Obama administration 
has taken a softer tone with 
Pakistan after pressure to take 
on the militants and break any 
lingering government ties with 
extremist groups were seen 
as meddling. Administration 
officials have also dropped 
references to Afghanistan and 
Pakistan as one theater of war, 
and now refrain from using 
the shorthand “Af-Pak” that 
annoyed both countries. 

In his speech to military 
officers, Gates said the U.S. 
seeks no military bases in 
the country and has no desire 


to control Pakistan’s nuclear 
arsenal. 

“The United States does not 
covet a single inch of Pakistani 
soil,” Gates said. 

The Pakistani army launched 
a major ground offensive 
against the Pakistani Taliban’s 
main stronghold near the 
Afghan border in mid- 
October, triggering a wave of 


retaliatory violence across the 
country that has killed more 
than 600 people. 

Washington believes Pakistani 
pressure on militants staging 
cross-border attacks against 
coalition troops in Afghanistan 
is critical to success in 
Afghanistan as it sends an 
additional 30,000 troops to the 
country this year.Q

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Many flee Haiti capital,

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Haitians are fleeing 
their quake-ravaged capital by 
the hundreds of thousands, aid 
officials said Friday, as their 
government promised to help 
nearly a half-million more move 
from squalid camps on curbsides 
and vacant lots into safer, cleaner 
tent cities. 

Relatives said they pulled an 
84-year-old woman from the 
wreckage of her home on Friday, 
10 days after the magnitude-7.0 
quake, but some teams were 
giving up the search and efforts 
focused on expanding aid for 
survivors. It had been more than 
a day since the last person was 
rescued live from the rubble. 

Aid officials said some 200,000 
people have crammed into buses, 
nearly swamped ferries and set 
out even on foot to escape the 
ruined capital. For those who 
stay, foreign engineers have 
started leveling land on the 
fringes of the city for tent cities, 
supposedly temporary, that are 
meant to house 400,000 people. 
The goal is to halt the spread of 
disease at hundreds of impromptu 
settlements that have no water and 
no place for sewage. Homeless 
families have erected tarps and 


tents, cardboard and scrap as 
shelter from the sun, but they 
will be useless once the summer 
rainy season hits. 

The new camps “are going to 
be going to places where they 
will have at least some adequate 
facilities,” Fritz Longchamp, 
chief of staff to President Rene 
Preval, told The Associated Press 
on Thursday. 

Doctors, meanwhile, were trying 
to save the life of 84-year-old 
Marie Carida Romain, whose 
relatives said they freed her 
Friday from the ruins of her 
house. 

Yves Romain, a 58-year-old 
telephone technician, said he and 
his family were sleeping in front 
of the collapsed home when they 
heard moaning from inside and 
called neighbors for help. After 
20 hours of digging with bare 
hands, he said, they freed his 
mother. 

The woman, looking skeletal 
and unconscious, was being 
treated at the capital’s General 
Hospital. “She is very thin. She 
is in a state of shock and severely 
dehydrated,” said Dr. Louis 
Auguste, who works at Long 
Island Jewish Medical Center in 
New Hyde Park, New York. 

He said that while she had been 
buried for a long time, “there 
were always people who defy the 


norm. 

Thursday was the first day since 
the quake in which nobody was 
pulled alive from the ruins, 
U.N. mission spokesman David 
Wimhurst said. “We all hope 
that others have survived and 
can be found, but the more days 
that go by without signs of life, 
the dimmer these hopes will 
become.” 

Armies of foreign aid donors, 
instead, turned their attention 
to expanding their pipeline of 
food, water and medical care for 
survivors. 

With much of Port-au-Prince 
in ruins, there are about 600 
impromptu settlements with a 
population of about 1 million 
scattered around Haiti, said Dr. 
Jon Angrus, deputy director 
of the Pan American Health 
Organization. 

Getting the people to safer 
quarters could take weeks. 
“These settlements cannot 
be built overnight. There are 
standards that have to be designed 
by experts. There is the leveling 
of the land, procurement and 
delivery of tents, as well as water 
and sanitation,” said Vincent 
Houver, the IOM’s mission chief 
in Haiti. 

The move will be voluntary 
and temporary, according to 
Elisabeth Byrs, the spokeswoman 
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govt plans tent cities 


for the U.N.’s Office for the 
Coordination of Humanitarian 
Affairs in Geneva. 

“It’s to help them in a first move. 
After, the people will decide if 
they want to stay,” she said. 

Many people are just trying to get 
out of the capital, often back to 
the farms or provincial homes of 
relatives. 

The U.S. Agency for International 
Development said Friday that as 
many as 200,000 Haitians have 
fled the capital and many more 
are trying to do so. 

Computer teacher Daniel 
Dukenson walked across the 
capital and caught a bus to take 
his family from their collapsed 
home in a slum to crowd in with 
a cousin in the seaside town of St. 
Marc, a two-hour journey away. 
“I’d like to go back, but it’s going 
to take a lot of time for Port-au- 
Prince to get back on its feet. 
Two years, maybe,” the 28-year- 
old told The Associated Press by 
telephone. 

He said he hopes to make a living 
teaching English. 

Still others have tried to flee 
abroad. The U.S. Embassy on 
Friday turned away hundreds 
of people seeking a trip out on 
the planes that have dropped off 
aid. Scores of U.S. citizens were 
given passes, but many were told 
officials were overwhelmed and 
they would have to return later. 


Haiti’s government estimates 
the Jan. 12 quake killed 200,000 
people, as reported by the 
European Commission. It said 
250,000 people were injured and 
2 million homeless in the nation 
of 9 million. Others offer smaller 
estimates. 

The disaster has prompted what 
the Red Cross calls the greatest 
deployment of emergency 
responders in its 91-year history. 
Nations around the world have 
offered what they can: more than 
$500 million from European 
nations, money even from 
impoverished Chad and Congo, 
and a ton of tea from Sri Lanka. 
The U.N.’s World Food Program 
said it has distributed more than 
1.4 million food rations — each 
with three meals, and has a fleet 
of trucks in bringing food and 
supplies. 

“We are planning to flood the 
country with food,” Myrta 
Kaulard, the agency’s Haiti 
director, told the AP. 

To speed that flood, the U.S. 
Army, Navy and Coast Guard 
are trying to patch up the Haitian 
capital’s only functional industrial 
pier, which is key to getting in 
large aid shipments as well as to 
Haiti’s long-term recovery. 

Only four ships have been able 
to dock at the pier, where 15- 
inch-wide (40-centimeter-wide) 
cracks make it risky to let more 
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than one truck work at a time, 
and damage is so extensive 
that military officials say they 
don’t know how long it will 
take before ships can dock and 
unload in large quantities. 

“I wouldn’t even ask my 
workers to risk it. I don’t trust 
it,” said Georges Jeager Junior, 
a businessman who plans to 
shift his port operations to the 
northern city of Cap Haitien, a 
12-hour journey over bad roads 
from the capital. Jeager Junior 
said that means prices will 
soar. 

Damage at the country’s badly 
damaged main oil terminal has 
kept any tankers from landing 
since the quake, so gas stations 
on fuel trucked in from the 
Dominican Republic. 

On the waterfront Thursday, 
sporadic rounds of gunfire 
echoed from the nearby 
downtown commercial area.

The two-hour show will be 
broadcast from New York, 
London, Los Angeles and 
Haiti, and include musical 
performances by a variety of 
superstars, including Beyonce, 
Madonna, Bruce Springsteen, 
Taylor Swift, U2’s Bono and 
the Edge, Coldplay, Keith 
Urban, Stevie Wonder and 
more. Musician Wyclef Jean, 
a Haitian native, is also among 
the performers and will lead 
the New York broadcast. 
CNN’s Anderson Cooper will 


add reports from Haiti, while 
Rihanna, Beyonce, Jay-Z and 
other stars will be featured 
from London. 

The celebrity lineup included 
former President Bill Clinton, 
Jennifer Aniston, Ellen 
DeGeneres, Brad Pitt, Halle 
Berry, Muhammad Ali, 
Clint Eastwood and Reese 
Witherspoon. 

Leonardo DiCaprio is also 
featured; on Thursday, he 
joined the list of previous 
celebrities donors with a $1 
million gift to The Clinton 
Bush Haiti Fund, one of 
several organizations that will 
benefit from the telethon. 
People can start donating 
even before the telethon at 
a newly established Web 
site, and also through text or 
telephone. Viewers can also 
purchase performances from 
the evening on Saturday by 
way of iTunes for 99 cents, 
with those proceeds going to 
relief aid as well. □ 
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Stocks sink again on Obama’s pushback on banks

NEW YORK - The stock 
market suffered its worst 
setback in more than 10 
months as investors rejected 
President Barack Obama’s 
plans to restrict big banks 
and earnings reports that just 
weren’t good enough. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average had its fourth big drop 
in five trading days Friday, 
sliding 217 points. Over the 
past three days, the Dow lost 
552 points, or 5.2 percent, and 
over the past five days, it fell 
537 points, after gaining 115 
points on Tuesday. 

It was the worst showing for 
the market since it began its 
recovery last March. The Dow 
lost 4.1 percent this week, its 
worst week since it hit a 12- 


year low in March. 

All the major indicators fell 
more than 2 percent Friday. 
Investors are finding 
uncertainty and bad news 
wherever they look. Even 
before Obama announced his 
plan on Thursday, they were 
selling stocks on disappointing 
earnings and concerns that a 
possible slowdown in China’s 
economy might spread. The 
mood in the market was dark 
enough that upbeat earnings 
Friday from General Electric 
Co. and McDonald’s Corp. 
weren’t enough to sway 
investors. 

The problem with earnings 
reports is that they’re not 
meeting investors’ high 
expectations. Tech stocks 
were among the big losers 
Friday after Google Inc.’s 
fourth-quarter revenue didn’t 


meet forecasts, and after a 
Citigroup analyst lowered his 
rating on seven chip makers. 
The market is particularly 
sensitive to tech companies, 
since they are seen as indicators 
that the economy is returning 
to health — or possibly 
backsliding. But any part of 
any company’s earnings report 
has the potential to upset the 
market. 

“We expect (earnings) to be 
better,” said Brett D’Arcy, 
chief investment officer at 
CBIZ Wealth Management 
Group in San Diego. “People 
are being more particular.” 

In some respects, stocks’ 
big plunge isn’t a surprise. 
Many analysts have been 
predicting a correction, which 
technically is a drop of 10 
percent from a recent market 
high, since before the start of 


the year. They have warned 
that investors were expecting 
too much from companies 
this early in an economic 
recovery. 

Meanwhile, John Brady, a 
senior vice president of global 
interest rates at MF Global, 
said concerns surrounding 
Obama’s plan and China’s 
efforts to tame its economy 
have investors cutting their 
exposure to risk. 

Obama spooked the market 
Thursday after asking 
Congress for limits on how 
large big banks can be and to 
end some of the risky trading 
large financial companies have 
used in recent quarters to boost 
their profits. It’s not clear what 
will come of the proposed 
changes but investors are 
selling anyway. 

“It appears to be a move to put 
some shackles on risk-takers,” 
Mitch Schlesinger, managing 
partner at FBB Capital Partners 
in Bethesda, Md., said of the 
new proposals. 

Obama’s push for tighter 
regulations comes at the same 
time China is moving to cool 
its economy with measures 
such as reining in lending 
and stepping up regulatory 
oversight of that country’s 
banks. 

The Dow fell 216.90, or 2.1 
percent, to 10,172.98. The 
Dow’s three-day loss was 
its worst since March. The 
last time the Dow logged 
five straight triple-digit point 
swings was December 2008. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 


index fell 24.72, or 2.2 percent, 
to 1,091.76. The index is down 

5.1 percent in three days, its 
worst drop since March 2009. 
Friday’s drops were the worst 
for the Dow and the S&P 500 
index since Oct. 30. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
fell 60.41, or 2.7 percent, 
to 2,205.29, reflecting a 
pullback in technology stocks 
in response to Google’s 
earnings, and also an analysts’ 
downgrade of chip makers. 
For the week, the Dow lost 

4.1 percent, the S&P 500 
index slid 3.9 percent, and the 
Nasdaq lost 3.6 percent. 

There is more uncertainty for 
the markets next week, and 
not just because more earnings 
reports will arrive. The Federal 
Reserve holds its first meeting 
on interest rates of 2010. No 
one expects the central bank 
to boost rates but investors 
will be looking for the Fed’s 
take on the economy. 

Investors are also waiting to 
see whether the Senate will 
confirm the reappointment of 
Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke. 
Some lawmakers are holding 
Bernanke responsible for 
the economy’s lingering 
problems. 

There are signs the big moves 
in the market will continue. 
The Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index 
jumped 52.5 percent for the 
week. An increase in the 
VIX, which is known as the 
market’s fear gauge, is a sign 
that investors predict more 
gyrations in stocks. □ 


Rep. Frank: Abolish Fannie Mae, Freddie Mac

WASHINGTON - A top lawmaker on Capitol 
Hill is calling for the elimination of mortgage 
finance companies Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac and the establishment of a new system to 
provide money for U.S. home loans. 

Rep. Barney Frank, D-Mass., the chairman of 
the House Financial Services Committee, said 
Friday he supports replacing the two companies 
entirely. 

“I believe this committee will be recommending 
abolishing Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac in 
their current form and coming up with a whole 
new system of housing finance,” Frank said at 
a hearing on executive compensation issues. 
“That’s the approach, rather than the piecemeal 
one.” His comments show how much the 
financial crisis has upended the relationship 
between lawmakers and the two companies. 
Frank was long one of the staunchest supporters 
of Washington-based Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, based in McLean, Va. 

The two companies, which have been run by 
the government since they almost collapsed 
in September 2008, have required $111 
billion in federal aid to stay afloat. Late last 
year the Obama administration pledged to 
cover unlimited losses through 2012 for both 
companies, lifting an earlier cap of $400 
billion. 


Regulators announced last month the CEOs of 
Fannie and Freddie could get paid as much as $6 
million for 2009. That has outraged Republican 
lawmakers on Capitol Hill. 

“We are paying these people bonuses to lose 
tens of billions of dollars,” said Rep. Jeb 
Hensarling, R-Texas at Friday’s hearing. “What 
people do with their money is their business. 
What they do with the taxpayer money is our 
business.” 

Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac provide vital 
cash to the mortgage industry by purchasing 
home loans from lenders and selling them to 
investors. Together, they own or guarantee 
almost 31 million home loans worth about $5.5 
trillion, or about half of all mortgages in the 
U.S. 

So far, the Obama administration has been 
quiet about its plans for the two companies. 
In an interview Thursday on PBS, Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner said the Obama 
administration will “propose a set of detailed 
reforms beginning this year” for Fannie and 
Freddie. But he said legislation will have to wait 
until next year “because it’s just a complicated 
thing to get right.” 

Shares of both companies sank on the news. 
Fannie Mae closed at 99 cents, down 7.5 
percent. Shares of Freddie Mac closed at $1.17, 
down 10.7 percent, but added a penny in after- 
hours trading. □ 































Australian Open 

Clusters out, Henin advances

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — The much-anticipated 
potential quarterfinal between 
the back-from-retirement 
Belgians dissolved in 
52 minutes Friday at the 
Australian Open. 

That’s the time it took for 
Kim Clijsters to lose, in 
embarrassing fashion, her 
third-round match at the 
season’s first Grand Slam 
tournament. 

The 6-0, 6-1 defeat to Nadia 
Petrova was the worst of 
Clijsters’ career and as one¬ 
sided as the score indicated. 
Clijsters lost the first set in 
just 18 minutes and won only 
five points in her first seven 
games. 

Justine Henin, another Belgian 
who was inspired to return to 
the tour following a 20-month 
absence after Clijsters won 
the U.S. Open, held up her 
end of the bargain. With some 
difficulty, she defeated Alisa 
Kleybanova 3-6, 6-4, 6-2. 

“I just didn’t give her a chance 
to get into the match,” Petrova 
said. “I like this kind of Grand 
Slam feeling.” 

Clijsters hadn’t been on 
the receiving end of such 
a lopsided scoreline since 
losing the French Open final 
to Henin 6-0, 6-4 in 2003. 

“I was completely off. I think 
tennis-wise, I didn’t feel the 
ball at all,” Clijsters said. “On 
the other hand, she was good, 
but I made all the mistakes 
and she really didn’t have to 
do much. 

“It’s something you don’t want 
to happen too often. It sucks 
that it has to happen at this 
stage of this tournament.” 
Defending champion Rafael 
Nadal advanced to the fourth 
round Friday along with Andy 
Murray, U.S. Open champion 
Juan Martin del Potro, Andy 
Roddick and Fernando 
Gonzalez. 

Nadal, who beat Roger

Federer in last year’s final, 
held off Philipp Kohlschreiber 
of Germany 6-4, 6-2, 2-6, 7-5 
in a night match. 

In the fourth round, Nadal will 
play Ivo Karlovic, who beat 
Ivan Ljubicic 6-3, 3-6, 6-3, 7- 
6 (7). The 6-foot-10 Karlovic 
holds the tour record for the 
most aces in a match with 78. 
“He’s a really difficult 
opponent because the match 
is decided in a few points,” 
Nadal said. “So the thing is to 
concentrate with my serve all 
the time and try to convert the 
small opportunities that I can 
have on the return.” 

The fifth-seeded Murray, 
bidding to win his first Grand 
Slam singles title, beat Florent 
Serra of France 7-5, 6-1, 6-4 
and is one victory away from 
a potential quarterfinal with 
Nadal. 

First, Murray will have to beat 



American John Isner, who 
won at Auckland last week for 
his first ATP title.

9 Isner continued his strong 
play by defeating 12th-seeded 
Gael Monfils of France 6-1,4- 
6, 7-6 (4), 7-6 (5). 

“I was just kind of riding a 
wave of momentum, and I still 
am,” Isner said. “Hopefully, I 
can keep it going.” 

No. 4 Del Potro beat Florian 
Mayer of Germany 6-3, 0-6, 
6-4, 7-5 and No. 7 Roddick 
advanced 6-7 (4), 6-4, 6-4, 7- 
6 (3) over Feliciano Lopez of 
Spain. 

Next up for del Potro is Marin 
Cilic, who stopped Stanislas 
Wawrinka 4-6, 6-4, 6-3, 6-3. 
Gonzalez, the 2007 finalist,

“NHLPA members, together 
with the members of the 
NFLPA, MLBPA and the 
NBPA, hope that we can make 
a meaningful contribution and 
encourage sports fans across 
North America to join us in 
helping Haiti.”

CLEVELAND (AP) — The 
Cleveland Cavaliers showed 
their Christmas Day win over 
the Los Angeles Lakers was no 
gift as they repeated the feat 
with a 93-87 win over their 
NBA title rivals on Thursday. 
LeBron James scored 37 
points, including 12 straight in 
the closing stages, as the Cavs 
won despite playing their first 
game without injured Mo 
Williams. 

J.J. Hickson grabbed a 
career-high 14 rebounds and 
Anderson Varejao made three 
free throws in the final 20 
seconds as Cleveland swept 
the season series between the 
league’s top two teams. That 
could give the Cavs home- 
court advantage if they meet 
the Lakers in June’s NBA 
finals. 

A lot can happen between now 
and then, but the win gave 
Cleveland confidence it might 
be able to thrive despite losing 
Williams, their All-Star point 
guard who will miss at least 
one month with a shoulder 
sprain. 

Los Angeles’ Kobe Bryant 
finished with 31 points but 
was only 4-of-15 in the second 
half as the Lakers lost the 
opener of an eight-game road 
trip. Pau Gasol scored 13 for 
Los Angeles. 


Bryant surpassed 25,000 
career points in the first half, 
but he was unable to match 
James in the fourth quarter 
as both teams turned to their 
superstars. 

With the score tied 80-80, 
James hit a 3-pointer from 
the left side, and after a miss 
by Bryant, the reigning MVP 
dropped another jumper to 
put Cleveland ahead by five. 
James then hit another shot to 
make it 87-80 with 2:48 left 
and the Cavs looked to be in 
control. 

But Ron Artest hit a big 3 for 
the Lakers and Bryant made 
two free throws and a quick 
jumper to tie it 87-87 with 
1:32 remaining. 

James then blasted down the 
left side for a layup with 40.5 
seconds to go. After Gasol 
missed two free throws that 
would have tied it, the Cavs 
called a timeout. 

James then split a pair of free 
throws, but Varejao grabbed 
the rebound on the miss 
and was fouled. Varejao, a 
66 percent shooter from the 
line, made both attempts for 
a 92-87 Cavs lead with 20.7 
seconds left. Bryant misfired 
on an off-balance 3-point 
attempt and James claimed 
the long rebound, flying into 
Cleveland’s bench to make 
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the save. 

Nuggets 105, Clippers 85 
In Denver, the hosts made it a 
season-high five straight wins 
with a comfortable victory 
over Los Angeles. 

Chauncey Billups scored 13 
of his 20 points in the third 
quarter to break open a tight 
game, while Carmelo Anthony 

— selected as a starter for the 
All-Star game in fan balloting 
announced earlier Thursday 

— had 28 points and 10 
rebounds. 

It was the Nuggets’ sixth 
straight home win overall, 
and against the Clippers. 

Craig Smith’s 21 points led 
the Clippers, who fell to 0-12 
on the road when scoring less 
than 100 points. 

Los Angeles, opening a 
season-long eight-game road 
trip, played without guards 
Eric Gordon (sprained left 
big toe) and Sebastian Telfair 
(groin).

CONCORD, North Carolina 
(AP) — NASCAR is relaxing 
some of its rules this season, 
and encouraging drivers to 
show more aggression and 
emotion, in large part to answer 
a growing fan sentiment that 
the series had gone stale. 
“There’s an age old saying in 
NASCAR that Tf you ain’t 
rubbing, you ain’t racing,’ 
“ NASCAR president Mike 
Helton said on Thursday. 
“I think that’s what the 
NASCAR fan, the NASCAR 
stakeholders all bought into, 
and all expect.” 

The first change will be 
evident when the season 
opens next month at Daytona 
International Speedway, where 
restrictions on bump-drafting 
will be lifted and horsepower 
will be increased by the use 
of the largest restrictor plate 
since 1989. 

NASCAR had been slowly 
tightening its tolerance on 


bumping at Daytona and 
Talladega — the two biggest 
and fastest tracks in the 
series, where the horsepower¬ 
sapping restrictor plates are 
used to control speeds — and 
it graduated into an outright 
ban issued the morning of the 
October race at Talladega. 
The edict sucked the drama 
out of what’s typically one of 
the most exciting races of the 
year, and was the final straw 
for many stock car fans who 
had grown tired of watered- 
down racing. 

Even some drivers publicly 
complained, criticism that 
is usually frowned upon in 
NASCAR. 

“Let us RACE,” Denny Hamlin 
tweeted after the Talladega 
drivers meeting, later adding, 
“We signed up to drive our 
cars. Not be told how to.” 

He’s getting his wish. 

“We will put it back in the 
hands of drivers, and we will 
say 'Boys, have at it and have a 
good time,’ “ vice president of 


competition Robin Pemberton 
said on Thursday. 

The yellow out-of-bounds line 
that circles the bottom of those 
two tracks will remain, and 
Pemberton said the majority 
of drivers did not want that 
removed. Another change will 
be an eventual switch from 
the rear wing to a spoiler on 
the back of the car, a design 
change that should both 
positively affect downforce 
and the aesthetic look that race 
fans prefer. Also on tap is an 
organizational restructuring. 
The most prominent shuffle 
is the promotion of longtime 
director John Darby into 
an oversight position, and 
NASCAR is actively looking 
for his replacement in a role 
that is effectively the top cop 
of the garage. 

Darby’s successor could be in 
for a busy year, particularly 
if drivers answer NASCAR 
chairman Brian France’s 
call “to mix it up a little bit 
differently” going forward. 


AsNASCARexplodedoverthe 
1990s past its small Southern 
roots into a billion-dollar, 
corporate-fueled series, its 
participants seemed to morph 
into robotic sponsor shills too 
frightened to make waves. 
NASCAR wasn’t immune, 
either, and started policing 
on-track aggression and off¬ 
track emotion. Intentional on- 
track retaliation was met with 


immediate punishment, while 
transgressions such as shoving 
a competitor or cursing in a 
television interview were met 
with monetary fines and/or 
points deductions. Fans were 
incensed that the rough and 
tumble series they once loved 
had been molded into boring, 
follow-the-leader racing, 
and their favorite drivers had 
become too vanilla. □

NEW ORLEANS - Brett 
Favre, Peyton Manning, Drew 
Brees — and Mark Sanchez? 
Yep, the rookie from Southern 
Cal is keeping some heady 
company. He’s gotten a 
whole lot further than some 
of the best quarterbacks in 
NFL history did in their first 
seasons, too. 

The fifth overall pick in last 
year’s draft is part of the 
NFL’s final four, playing for 
a spot in the Super Bowl just 
like the game’s career passing 
leader, the league’s only four¬ 
time MVP, and the sport’s 
most accurate passer. 

Sure could be overwhelming. 
“This feels right,” Sanchez 
said confidently. “It feels 
good. It feels the way you 
dream it would feel just 
growing up. You get to go 
play at Indy again for an AFC 
championship your rookie 
year, that’s unbelievable.” 
Maybe not. A rookie 
quarterback has gotten to 
the AFC title game in three 
of the last six years. The 
other two, Pittsburgh’s 
Ben Roethlisberger and 
Baltimore’s Joe Flacco, fell 
short of the Super Bowl. 

Now Sanchez gets his 
chance. 

“I think it’s interesting that, 
you know, a rookie quarterback 
last year, Joe Flacco, AFC 
championship game,” said 
New Orleans’ Brees, who 
chuckles and changes the 
subject when asked about his 


first pro season. “A rookie 
quarterback this year, Mark 
Sanchez, AFC championship. 
I guess Roethlisberger, when 
he was a rookie, they went 
to an AFC championship. So 
there have been a bunch of 
rookie quarterbacks here over 
the last five or six years.” 

The theory that QBs fresh 
out of college should sit 
and watch died a while ago. 
Maybe it began to disappear 
with Manning, who never has 
missed a start since being the 
top selection in 1998. 

Favre barely saw the field with 
Atlanta in 1991, throwing five 


passes (two were intercepted) 
before being traded to Green 
Bay. Brees came along 10 
years later and had only one 
start for San Diego as a rookie, 
perhaps because the Chargers 
had been so burned by using 
Manning contemporary Ryan 
Leaf early on they were wary 
of going with a youngster 
again. 

Now, it’s no big deal for the 
new kid in town to line up 
behind center from the outset. 
Or, in the last half-dozen 
seasons, to play deep into 
January. 

“Every guy wants to be a part 



of the Super Bowl,” said the 
40-year-old Favre, who got 
there in his sixth and seventh 
season, going 1-1, but has 
not returned. “As you get 
older, you appreciate it more. 
Especially since you’ve been 
there, you know how difficult 
it is to get back. I don’t care 
how good you are. I keep using 
Pittsburgh as an example, and 
the Giants a couple of years 
ago. You never know. Seize 
the moment.” 

The Jets have done a lot of 
seizing recently, winning 
seven of eight, including 
four in a row, two in the 
playoffs on the road — about 
as difficult a challenge as 
a rookie quarterback could 
face. Sanchez met the hurdles 
thanks as much to the Jets’ 
strengths around him as to 
what he has achieved with his 
arm and legs. 

Sanchez is 24 for 38 for 282 
yards in wins at Cincinnati 
and San Diego. 

Those would be one-game 
numbers for Favre, Manning 
or Brees. □

Gebrselassie set the world 
record in the 2008 Berlin 
Marathon at 2:03:59.

“It’s wonderful,” Gebrselassie 
said.

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Ancient island an explained at the Westin An Gallery

PALM BEACH- The Westin 
Art Gallery in Palm Beach 
will soon close its latest show, 
“GUADIRIKIRI” by noted 
island artist Stan Kuiperi. The 
collection is inspired by the 
ancient pictographs created by 
Aruba’s original inhabitants 
thousands of years ago, and 
which continue to fascinate 
archeologists, historians and 
artists to this day. 

To assist in understanding this 
portion of Aruba’s cultural 
history, and more importantly, 
the need to preserve it, a lecture 
by Stan and Harold Kelly, 
an archeologist on staff of 
Aruba National Archeological 
Museum, (MANA) was 
presented by Westin Gallery 
Curator Jan van der Straten on 
Thursday, January 21. 

Historians have documented 
300 pictographs, but believe 
there are more likely up to 
350 in 22 sites around Aruba, 
as well as 2 petroglyphs. 
Pictographs are paintings; 
petroglyphs are actually 
carved into the rocks or cave 
walls. Since the medium used 
was based on natural elements, 
most pictographs are painted 
in shades of red, using ferrous 
oxide as a colorant; found 
in the clay of Aruba. Early 
paintings demonstrate that 
the artists mixed the red clay 
with water and used brushes 
formed from tree branches 
to apply; later, darker colors 
indicate mixing it with plant 
resins to prevent the colors 
from running, and that it was 
applied by finger painting. 
Though most pictographs 
are vertical, or found on 
overhangs, there is no sign of 
dripping or running, indicating 
their mastery of the medium. 

Additionally, Aruba is 
unique in the Caribbean 
regarding these ancient works 
of art. During a conference 
two years ago on the subject, 
Mr. Kelly discovered that no 
other island has found the 


complex, dichromatic (2 
color) cave paintings found 
on Aruba, which appear to 
originate with the indigenous 
population of the centrally 
located Orinoco Region of 
Venezuela, far to the south. 
Also of interest is that to 
date, there have been no 
archeological finds of similar 
art between the two regions , 
causing historians to speculate 
upon the migration of a 
distance of over 400 miles to 
a desert island by crossing the 
great sea, and what may have 
prompted it. 

“Up until the time of 
these dichromatic works, we 
see simpler objects, often 
symbolic,” explained Harold 
Kelly, “these 2 color paintings 
are real art.

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Aruba says hopes for Valero tax deal OK soon

HOUSTON - Aruba’s 
government hopes the 
settlement of a tax dispute 
with Valero Energy Corp 
over its idled refinery on 
the island will win approval 
from parliament “as soon 
as possible,” a government 
spokesman said on Friday. 

The long-running dispute 
has been seen as a roadblock 
to Valero’s sale of the 


refinery, idled in July, which 
had provided a third of the 
Caribbean nation’s gross 
domestic product. 

The government of Prime 
Minister Mike Eman has not 
yet requested parliamentary 
approval of the agreement 
with Valero, said government 
spokesman LisanderBesselink 
in a telephone interview. 
Valero revealed on Thursday a 
deal with Eman’s government 


to settle the dispute. 

With January nearly finished, 
Besselink said it will probably 
be sometime in February 
before the parliament can 
consider the deal. 

“As soon as the parliament 
approves the agreement, we 
get the amount Valero has 
agreed to pay,” he said. 

Valero said on Thursday it 
will pay about $130 million 
once parliament grants 
approval. The company has 
also agreed to keep workers 
on the refinery’s payroll until 
June 1. 

That part of the agreement 
will provide time for Valero to 
arrange a sale of the 235,000 
barrel per day (bpd) refinery, 
Besselink said. 

PetroChina , which recently 
took over a lease for 5 million 
barrels of crude oil terminal 
space in the Caribbean, has 
been said to be the leading 
contender for the refinery. 
The Chinese energy giant has 
said the company would not 
consider buying the refinery 
before the tax dispute was 
resolved. 

Besselink declined to discuss 
how soon an agreement might 
be reached with any potential 
buyer. He referred questions 
about talks with potential 
suitors to Valero. 

Valero has refused to identify 
any would-be buyers and has 
only said discussions for a 
sale are underway. 
Additionally, as part of the 
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deal, Valero will pay at least 
$10 million per year in the 
following years to the Aruban 
government. 

The refinery, which produces 
intermediate feedstocks that 
are made into finished motor 
fuels at other refineries, was 
purchased by Valero in 2004 
for $465 million from El Paso 
Corp. It came with a six-year 
exemption from certain taxes. 
The government of Nelson 
Oduber adopted a new tax on 
the refinery in 2007, at a time 
when refiners were reaping 
record profits. U.S. state 
and local goverments took 
similar steps to raise taxes 
on refineries during the same 
time period. 

Since 2007 Valero has claimed 
the new tax violated the 
existing exemption. 

Aruban voters ousted Oduber 
in September in favor of 
Eman, who promised a 
favorable resolution to the 
tax dispute with Valero, the 
island’s largest employer. 
Valero idled the Aruba 


refinery in July and called the 
shutdown indefinite in August, 
but has kept employees on the 
payroll. 

Independet refiner Valero has 
been hit hard in the past two 
years, first by skyrocketing 
supply costs as crude oil 
prices hit record highs in 2008 
and then when the deepening 
recession crushed demand in 
2009. 

In the third quarter of 2009, 
Valero said it had set aside 
$140 million to put toward 
an eventual settlement. The 
tax bill was estimated to 
exceed $200 million. The 
tax was equal to 1 percent of 
the refinery’s exports and 3 
percent of on-island sales. 

At one time, the refinery was 
thought to a have a pricetag 
between $1.5 billion and 
$2 billion. Refinery brokers 
have said the plant will need 
billions more in investments 
so it can produce finished 
products. Valero has invested 
$500 million in upgrades since 
2004.□

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Dutch Antilles go to polls 


The Dutch Antilles is choosing a new 
parliament - perhaps for the last time 



Saba, the smallest of the five Caribbean islands that make up the Dutch Antilles. 


Father Ramiro Richards calls 
them the five “immoral laws” 
the Netherlands wants to 
introduce in Bonaire: “gay 
marriage, abortion, euthanasia, 
legalised drugs and legalised 
prostitution”. And that is 
not all. “The arrival of large 
numbers of European Dutch 
has led to moral decay amongst 
the island’s populace,” the 
pastor told NRC Handelsblad 
recently. Even his church is no 
longer safe. He slipped a key 
into the heavy locks guarding 
the doors. He had recently been 
the victim of a couple of break- 
ins. “Bonaire has changed,” 
he said, by way of welcome. 
Apart from preaching in his 
Pentecostal church Baranka 
di Restorashon, Richards 
gives voice to the discontent 
common amongst Bonaire’s 
population regarding their 
future status as a municipality 
of the Netherlands, in three 
daily television broadcasts. 

The last Antillean 
government 

This discontent has become a 
pressing political issue, as the 
Dutch Antilles - apart from 
Aruba - went to the polls to 
elect new representatives on 
Friday. Bonaire send three 
delegates to the 22-seat 
Antillean parliament. The 
new parliamentarians might 
not be enjoying their jobs 
for long, though. Currently, 
the Antilles enjoy special 
status as a separate country 
within the Dutch realm, but, 
if everything goes according 
to plan, Bonaire and some 
other islands will be absorbed 
into the Netherlands proper 


on October 10 this year. 
The parliament will then be 
dissolved, seven months after 
its inauguration. 

Bonaire is key to the 
dismantling of the Dutch 
Antilles. If the pro-Dutch party 
Union Patriotiko Boneriano 
(UPB) loses the majority of 
Bonaire’s seats it currently 
controls, it will become 
increasingly difficult to form a 
government coalition willing 
to accept Dutch conditions 
for the dismantling of the 
Antilles. 

In the area surrounding father 
Richard’s church, the popular 
neighbourhood of Nikiboko, 
red banners supporting 
the Partido Demokratiko 
Boneriano (PDB) hang side 
by side with green UPB flags. 
The proposed constitutional 
reforms have created a rift 
through Bonaire society. 
The UPB wants to proceed 
along the lines of the current 
agreement it drew up with the 
Netherlands, but the PDB is 
looking to establish a compact 
of free association, which 
will leave Bonaire with more 
autonomy. 

‘Gay people exist here’ 

In 2004, close to 60 percent 
of Bonaire’s population 
opted for closer ties with the 
Netherlands in a referendum 
on constitutional reform, but 
many Bonaireans fear that 
their new constitutional status 
will soon become a burden. 
The introduction of gay 
marriage is encountering a lot 
of resistance. “We don’t deny 
gay people exist here, but they 
are not looking to get married 


anywhere on Bonaire,” father 
Richards said. 

The Dutch government, not 
unaware of the forthcoming 
crucial elections, is paying 
heed to the Bonaireans’ 
feelings. Speaking in the 
Dutch parliament last Monday, 
deputy minister of home 
affairs Ank Bijleveld said that 
now would not be the time to 
force civil marriage for people 
of the same sex upon the 
islanders. 

Many in Bonaire fear that 
the Dutch population may 
soon become dominant, a fear 
fed by the constant influx of 
European Dutch. A segment of 
Bonaire’s population, less than 
13,000 souls, feels threatened 
by the Dutch officials, 
entrepreneurs, holiday home 
owners and pensioners. “The 
Dutch have money, brand new 
homes, and expensive cars. It 
is a lifestyle new to the island, 
lived by those who will be 
in charge here soon,” father 
Richards said. 


At the youth centre, Young 
Bonaire, an audience, 
consisting mostly of 
European Dutch, listened 
to VVD politician Henk 
Kamp, currently the highest 
representative of the Dutch 
government in Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius and Saba. 

‘This is my island’ 

A Bonaire woman waved a 
flyer around with pictures of 
pro-Dutch UPB members. 
“Why did you negotiate 
with the corrupt people,” she 
insisted fiercely. “Because 
you elected them, Dushi,” a 
European Dutch man replied 
from the back of the room, 
using a word drawn from the 
local creole tongue meaning 
‘honey’. The woman became 
livid. “My name isn’t Dushi. 
I was born here. This is my 
island,” she said. 

Outside, Bonaire’s youngsters 
hung around clad in red PDB 
shirts. “Bonaire”, PDB-leader 
Jopie Abraham said, “has

opted for direct ties with the 
Dutch, not for integration into 
the Netherlands. Why would 
the Dutch get to decide on laws 
governing opening hours for 
shops that apply here too?” 
Since June 2009, the PDB 
leader has been a part of the 
island’s governing coalition. 
The local coalition, which will 
be unaffected by the Antillean 
elections, has discontinued 
negotiations with the Dutch 
regardingconstitutionalreform 
until the referendum in March. 
“I’ll be honest with you,” said 
the former minister of Defence 
Henk Kamp, “that was a hard 
blow for us.” In late December 
the Dutch government 
stopped transferring money 
to the island. Renovations 
to the airport, hospital, 
police stations and school 
buildings have since been 
put on hold. The Netherlands 
fears that a Bonairean “no” 
to constitutional reform will 
delay the process by at least 
two years. □

They depict a scene we can 
readily recognize, such as 
a man working with tools 
under what appears to be 
a large sun, or one of the 
birds we find on the island. 
Zoomorphic subjects, based 
on marine animals or birds 
are common, but many of the 
early paintings are abstract 
objects, which I believe had 
significance to the artist, but it 
is really impossible for us to 
interpret precisely today.” 

“Many factors must be 
taken into consideration when 
contemplating the meaning of 
these symbols,” he continued. 
“Fully understanding the way 
the pre-ceramic Amerindians 
lived, what they worshipped, 
and what they were trying to 
accomplish with that particular 
glyph in that particular place 
is complicated. We speculate, 
and I personally agree, most 
of these paintings were done 



by Shaman, the spiritual 
leader of the community. 
It is believed, based on the 
practices of still existing tribes 
in Latin America, the Shaman 
would ingest hallucinogenic 
substances and then enter a 
trance state to communicate 
or gain access to the spirit 
world. We think the paintings 
assisted in this ritual.” 

Aruba’s ancient pictographs 
have inspired a number of well- 
known local artists such as 
Padu Lampe, Nigel Matthew 
and, present that evening, Lio 
Booi, Vincent Donata and 
Anthony Croes. Stan Kuiperi 
presented a retrospect of art in 
Aruba of the last sixty years, 
and the works produced 
relating to Aruba’s prehistoric 
culture and their art. He 
related how until recently, the 
importance of these works in 
preserving island history has 



been ignored. An important 
site in Seroe Canashito was 
lost because the area was 
bulldozed for the stone; 
another important section of a 
cave in Paradera was literally 
transplanted as a decoration 
to one of the resorts without 
concern for protecting the 
art it contained. The resort’s 
sprinkler system that watered 
the lawns soon wore away 
priceless cave paintings on the 
rock. 

Now, a generation of young 
island archeologists such as 
Mr. Kelly and the head of 
the museum’s archeology 
department, Raymond 

Dijkhoff, are campaigning to 
have these sites listed with 


UNESCO as World Heritage 
Sites. Many of the paintings 
have had protective fencing 
placed around them to prevent 
their further defacement, 
and MANA seeks to educate 
island youth regarding their 
importance and preservation. 

“That is one of my intentions 
with this collection,” 

commented Stan Kuiperi, “to 
explore these designs because 
of their artistic merit, but to 
also focus intention on the 
importance of our cultural 
heritage. Every rock painting 
we lose is gone forever. They 
have been there for a thousand 
years or more, but they will be 
lost if we don’t start taking care 
of them, immediately. ”□

US must ‘get out of Haiti 
eventually’ The Dutch leader 
also addressed criticism over 
humanitarian efforts in Haiti, 
and over the overwhelming 
presence of the US military 
there. Nearly 20,000 soldiers 
will be deployed by the end 
of the week, amid concerns 
that Washington is trying to 
tighten its grip on the disaster- 
struck island, the main transit 
route for drugs into the US. 

“We need the Americans now, 
it’s inevitable,” he said. “But 
in the longer run, the UN 
must take over responsibility.” 

Fundraising 

On Thursday, Mr Balkenende 
took part in a massive national 
fundraising effort for Haiti that 
raised over 83 million euros. 
Responding to fears that this 
money could later be used to 
prop up a corrupt state, Mr 
Balkenende vowed that the 
Dutch authorities would control 
spending of the funds. “We need 
proof of how this money is spent 
and we will demand it,” he said. 

In this fourth interview with 
RNW, Mr Balkenende also 
touched on the current political 
storm over an inquiry into the 
outbreak of the Iraq war, but 
he dismissed suggestions that 
his government could collapse 
over the issue. □

Temporary permit holders 
can’t live on BES islands 


THE HAGUE—Persons in St. Maarten and Curagao who have been 
granted a temporary residency permit under the Brooks Tower 
Accord (BTA) will not be able to live on the BES islands Bonaire, 
St. Eustatius and Saba. 

That much is clear from a piece of draft legislation that regulates 
admittance and expulsion of persons on the BES islands, abbreviated 
to WTU BES, which Dutch Justice Minister Ernst Hirsch Ballin 
and State Secretary of Kingdom Relations Ank Bijleveld-Schouten 
sent to the Dutch Parliament’s Second Chamber on Wednesday. 
The WTU BES proposal only deals with foreigners and non- 
Dutch nationals, and was drafted because the Dutch Government 
considered it too complicated to implement the Dutch Foreigners’ 
Law. That is why it was decided to take the current Antillean law 
on admittance and expulsion LTU as the basis for WTU BES. 
WTU BES takes into account the magnetising effect of the 
BES islands on the region when the islands become part of the 
Netherlands and their social facilities and health care are improved. 
Hirsch Ballin and Bijleveld-Schouten said that migrants would 
make use of the fact that the islands had become part of the Dutch 
Constellation, possibly with the intention to travel on to Europe. 
“At this moment, the number of illegal immigrants on the BES 
islands is small. If their numbers were to sharply increase, a 
scenario would become effective whereby the Dutch Immigration 
and Naturalisation Service IND would get involved to provide 
assistance. For the public entities, it is of great importance that the 
entry of immigrants remains manageable. An influx of immigrants 
could seriously destabilise society,” stated Hirsch Ballin and 
Bijleveld-Schouten. Q

Prince, full of rubble and 
with a bewildered population 
with infinite needs, are 
scenes of a large deployment 
of U.S. soldiers armed to 
the teeth more common in 
a military conflict than in a 
humanitarian catastrophe. 
The gardens of the ruined 
National Palace, seat of 
the Haitian government 
and symbol of sovereignty, 
suffered the ignominy of 
being used as a landing 
strip for helicopters which, 
instead of bringing aid to 
the thousands of survivors 
crowded around the palace, 
have started to occupy the 
center of the city, after taking 
control of the airport. 

Some people must have 
noticed the repetition of the 
events of 1914 when, with 
the pretext of protecting U.S. 
citizens allegedly threatened 
by a popular uprising, the 
U.S. troops landed in Port-au- 
Prince after fierce bombings 
and remained there for 19 
years. 

The middle-aged and 
youngest people should 
remember the two most 
recent invasions in 1994 
and 2004. In both cases the 
United States employed the 
argument that the internal 
instability of the country 
was threatening international 
security. 


This time Washington used 
the earthquake as a pretext to 
complete its strategic control 
in the Caribbean. 

The U.S. military forces in 
Haiti are already comprised 
of 13,000 troops. They 
are supported by the Carl 
Vinson aircraft carrier, the 
Underwood and Normandy 
warships, with the capacity of 
launching cruise missiles, as 
well as the Bataan helicopter 
carrier. Of course, they are 
not part of the U.N.contingent 
or belong to the Mission for 
the Stabilization in Haiti, the 
MINUSTAH. 

The United States with the 
Haiti under its control would 
be closing a strategic square 
of the entire Caribbean Sea. 
This square would be formed 
at both western ends by Haiti, 
and the illegal naval base in 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and 
in the east by the facilities 
in Aruba and Curacao, and 
Colombia. 

Remember that in the islands 
under Dutch control, the 
Pentagon maintains the 
constant presence of 300 
men with combat capability, 
as well as five F-15 or F-16 
planes, three reconnaissance 
aircrafts, a flying radar Awac 
type with continental scope, 
and maritime control devices. 
Colombia has allowed itself 


to be turned into a giant 
U.S. aircraft carrier after the 
military agreement which 
betrays any spirit of peaceful 
Latin American coexistence, 
and places loaded missiles 
aiming at its neighbors, 
including Venezuela, 

Ecuador, Paraguay, Bolivia, 
Brazil and Nicaragua. 

To all this armed capacity, 
the Pentagon has added 
four facilities in Panama, a 
radar station in Costa Rica, 
a military base in Soto Cano 
or Palmerola, Honduras, 
another military base in 
Ilopango, El Salvador, and 
the ones in Puerto Rico. 

If we imagine the Caribbean 
as a huge diamond, we realize 
that it is full of U.S. troops 
from north to south and from 
east to west. This presence 
is not in for nothing, it is a 
real threat to all our peoples, 
particularly to those where 
the struggle for freedom is so 
advanced. 

The United States is a 
genetically aggressive and 
expansionist nation. This 
isn’t anything new for us. 
It was predicted by our 
founding fathers who wisely 
warned us about the need of 
uniting together, of standing 
our ground and not to give in 
to the enormous danger this 
military power represents for 
our life and our dignity. Q

Paz para acompanar a Morales en el acto de juramentacion para 
sus nuevos cinco anos de gobierno.

PANAMA (AP) - El presidente
